America vs. Canada. 

C'KBKDMOOR, L. I. 

Editor Chicago Fikld:— On August 14, at the raugeat Creedmoor, 
the third International match between American and Canadian ama¬ 
teur riflemen took place hoiwccu teams of *ix men each from the Vic¬ 
toria Rifle Club, of Hamilton, Ontario, Canada, and the Amateur Rifle 
Club of New York city. 

1 am iudebted to the kindness of a World reporter for many of the 
fact# of this letter. The first Amerlcun-L’auadian match in 1875 grow 
out of a challenge from the Victoria Club. The Gilderalecve team had 
just returned from Ireland, and the Canadian* were anxious to meet 
them. But a junior American team wa# pitted against the Canadians, 
at Creed in cKjr, and won by a score of 1,409 to 1,884. 

In 1876 the American# met their friend* from over the border again 
at the Centennial match. The American total* were 1,577 and 1,547. 
against 1,490 und 1,433 for the Canadian*, who mode the lowest score of 
ihe five team# engaged. In response to invitations from tiie Victoria 
Club a team of six American# went to Toronto In September, 1877, aud 
detested the Canadian team by a ecorc of 1,082 to 1,061. After this 
match tbe Canadians determined to lay aside their old muzzle-loading 
rifle* imported from Englund and try American breech-loaders, ttioce 
1877 they have been working hard over a *y#tem of team shooting. 
They made very flue score# with their new weapon*, and when early 
last. Spring the American club sent a letter inquiring whether the 
series of Canadian-American matches should be re#tuned, the Victoria 
Cluh sent word that they would come dowu to Crecdmoor. They 
came; they caw; they were conquered; and following Is the complete 
scon- of the match:

Editor Chicago Field:— In the last Chicago Field (Aug. 
14), we notice an article signed by Theo. Gill, giving an outline 
of Packard’s Zoology, and reproducing a cut of a Rocky Moun¬ 
tain sheep. The same might do for an Angora goat, but not for 
a sheep; at least not one native to the Rocky Mountains. 

To begin, let us relate an Incident which will explain what we 
know about the sheep. Last Summer Mr. Shedd (one of the pro¬ 
prietors of the Boulder .Yew# and Courier), accompanied by D. U. 
Pike and others, went prospecting in the Middle Park, and one 
day one of the men brought in a bid, which was considered quite 
a curiosity by even old hunters, as the sheep are remarkably shy. 
It was left with a lady who, fortunately, had a nursing bottle, 
uutll the party returned, which they did some three weeks later, 
and Mr. Shedd took charge of the baby aheep, bringing it by 
wagon over the Range to Georgetown, thence by rail to this place, 
where it was left in the writer’s care until Mr. Pike (to whom It 
belonged) should return aud make provision for its keeping. The 
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an excellent opportunity to observe its habits, etc. As to the 
sheep part there Is nothing sheep about them excepting the hdrns 
and hoofs; the rest la deer or antelope. They have short, coarse 
hair like *he above animals, except darker; the same general 
build, although when full grown are not quite so tall—have seen 
many of them of all ages and both sexes. The horns of the male 
are enormous, and are regular sheep horns, except that they are 
twice the size of any ordinary ram. They have the short tall of 
the antelope or deer,and live in the same manner, except that they 
do not herd in such large numbers, not more than one family be¬ 
ing usually found together. They arc very aflectlonate In dispo¬ 
sition, and if taken when email could be easily domesticated. 
Their ears are like tboae of a deer, but their hoofs are sharper at 
the point, or at least make a sharper track, almost a perfect heart 
sbaue, which can readily be distinguished from those of a deer or 
antelope. This little pet was taken to Jamestowo, In this county, 
and during the absence East of its owner, died for want of proper 
care. 

We once saw an article in Sar/ier'e Magazine which, In speak¬ 
ing of the proneuess of the native Indian to advance in civiliza¬ 
tion, stated that be “ had never utilized the wool of the Rocky 
Mountain sheep I " For general utility it would be about aB val¬ 
uable as sage brush. So we presume tljat Eastern readers and 
writers have an idea that the Rocky Mountain sheep has wool. 
The 6ne hair under the coarse bristles is just like the deer, and is 
not even curly. We write thus fully that you may understand our 
motive and our sources of information. Euoenis Wilder.

CHAPTER XX. 

Tlio Airedale Terrier. 


Very many of our readers who are acquainted with the old 
Yorkshire Waterside terrier will possibly fall to recognize him 
under his new denomination—the Airedale terrier. The change 
has been brought about since the Institution of classes for the 
breeds at North country shows, as so much confusion was found 
to be caused amongst the exhibitors 
if the breed was not distinguished by 
some definite title. The existence of 
a dog resembling the Airilalc terrier 
has ever been a subject for astonish¬ 
ment to Individuals In the southern 
part of the country, and a by no 
means luslgnificant nture’s nest was 
discovered when the breed was 
brought for the first time beneath the 
notice of some of the least cautious 
of them, who strutted, and crowed a 
welcome to what they Imagined to be 
a “ new” breed of dog, discovered by 
themselves. An excuse may, how¬ 
ever, be made for these much-ridl- 
culed persons, as really in its own 
neighborhood the breed lias only of 
late years come to be considered 
worthy of practical and Intelligent 
support. It existed certainly, and 
bad existed for years and years, but 
the ownerahipof the majority of spec¬ 
imens rested In the hands of those 
who had little time, money, or Incli¬ 
nation, to devote themselves to 
the science of breeding. Still the 
breed grew and prospered, mainly 
owing to the exertions of a few un¬ 
prejudiced practical persons, whose 
mode of progress will be alluded to 
hereafter. Before, however, going 
Into the points and descriptions which 
have been so kindly afforded ua by 
Mr Reginald Knight, of Chappcl Al- 
Ierton, near Leeds, we may say that 
It has been our desire to lay the oplu- 
ons, not ouly of Mr. Knight, but also 
of other successful breeders and ex¬ 
hibitors, before our readers. With 
this object we requested Mr. Knight 
to oblige us by communicating with certain gentlemen, which he 1 
most kindly consented to do, and In addition provided us with 
the following notes, Including his own experiences of the pluck 
and utility of the breed, which we gladly reproduce in extciuo. 

“ This breed was originally bred from a cross between one of 
the old rough-coated Scotch terriers and bull-terrier. What I mean 
by the old 8 eotch terrier 1 b a dog weighing from twelve pounds 
to twenty-two pounds, with a bluish-gray back and tanned leg 6 , 
with a very hard and coarse coat. This cross, of course, did not 
produce a large dog, neither had the animal a very keen nose, so 
It was then crossed with otter-hound, thus producing a large, un¬ 
gainly animal, with big ‘falling ’ ears, and very soft coat. This 
was then crossed and re crossed, first with the original cross, and 
then with bull-terrier, to produce a good terrier ear, and good 
feet. This again was crossed with otter-hound, the offspring not 
showing bo much hound, neither having such a soft' coat, but 
possessing a good nose for hunting, and a fondness for water as 
well as great gameness, both fi-om the hull blood as well as from 
the honnd. Then this was crossed with bull again, and then the 
offspring crossed and re-crossed with the terrier till It was brought 
up to the present standard. I ought to say that If you go to a 
show now you will find that fully two-thirds of the doge In the 
Airedale terrier class are dogs of ungainly appearance, with 
big hound ears and narrow long heads, also flat-sided and very 
badly built behind, as well as with a great weakness about the 
pasterns, causing the joint to give, and thus pressing the foot 
out sideways. Also take half a dozen men who say they have a 
good Airedale over fifty pounds’ weight and make them Bhow 
their dogs, and you will find that five of them are fully three- 
quarters otterhound. 

" This breed was originally started from twenty to forty years 
ago by working men about Leeds, 8 hlpley, Otley, Blugley, al¬ 
though many gentlemen had them, and lu all the towns and’ vil¬ 
lages in the valley of the Aire, hence the name ‘Airedale.’ They 
were used by them for water-side hunting after rats, water-hens, 
ducks, and In fact, anything that might turn up. They are also 
used for poaching bares and rabbits, the gates In the field being 
quietly netted, and the dog then sent In to ‘ seek up. ’ He would 
hunt the entire field over without ever a whimper, If properly 
trained to It. If broken to the gun they are oue of the best 
sporting dogs out, as they will hunt, retrieve, and set and carry 
either‘furor feather 1 without hardly a mark, aud yet If told, 
will chase and kill, and almost catch anything. I Deed not tell 
you bow game they are, as many of them have been known to 
stand up for an hour and forty minutes to bull-terriers. Thunder, 
when only twelve months old, was killing his first rat, and 
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a bystander was not satisfied with the style, and said he 

had a dog that would eat Thunder and the rats, too. He

Entries dose Sept. 20 ow down on the throat, and you heard the breast-bone go with 

a crack. Thunder was choked off, and the bull-terrier died in 
two hours, of Internal bleeding. Yet Airedales will never start 
nghtlng, and pass any dog In the street. As they are a dog that 
Is constantly exposed to water and the weather, and always ready 
for any work—hence their first name 1 Working terriers’—par¬ 
ticular attention must be paid to the coat. The hair ought to 
be hard In texture, and broken or rough. It is a great deal 
harder to the feel than it really looks, being n good admixture of 
hard, bristly aud soft hair. You will not find many of the large 
dogs with really hard coats, because such a lot have been spoilt 
with the cross of otter-hound as to the coat, but they are Improv¬ 
ing them every year. I might say a little more about their gamc- 
nesa and obedience. Thunder, after having first seen a live rat 
thrown over the rails of the new Leeds bridge at the bottom of 
Brlggatc, over the Aire, on being told to ’ fetch It,’ jumped over 
Into the river after It, a distance of from forty to fifty feet; and 
will go Into the heaviest sea after a wounded gull. He will, if in 
a room with a fire In, If told to ‘ put It out,’ rush at the fire, and 
scatter all over the room with his mouth and feet the whole of 
the burning coal and red hot cinders, and has only once burnt 
himself with It, Bnd that was with a very deep and narrow grate 
They make flrsbrate ‘ night dogs,’ and all mine will tell me at 
night by a low growl whether a man Is anywhere near. 1 had an 
Airedale about six years ago that we used to keep In a two-stall 
stable with two horses, and we had occasion to send a new lad 
about eighteen years old for some rugs at night, and he thought, 
he said, he would look how the horses were, so he opened the 
door and walked In, but he did not get out again so quickly. 
Directly he turned to go out the dog was at him, but 
fortunately he had the rugs, and put them up; the dog caught 
hold of oue and pulled It away from him, and was preparing for 
another spring when It seemed to change Its mind, and went 
and lay down by the door and watched him. Every time

he moved it growled, so he stood there for about half an 
hour, and then we thought he was a long time bringing the rugs, 
and went to Bee wbat he was about, when we found all the doors 
open, and him standing In one corner, with a white face, and one 
rug In his hand, the dog lying on the other rug near the door, 
watching him. We called the dog away, and let the man out, 
and they are, or at least they were, very good friends. I must 
just say In conclusion that Airedale terriers can kill anything, 
and will do anything. They can be broken to the gun, and 
broken to ferrets; they can go out ratting, and will not touch 
a rat In the net; they will drive sheep and cattle like a sheep-dog, 
fetch and carry like a retriever, hunt like a spaniel, and are as 
fond of water as a duck, and as game as obedleDt, 

“ If I were a ‘ fighting man’ (In the dog line), I would not 
mind matching one In my kennels to fight any terrier his own 
weight in England—or, In fact, any dog his own weight. For 
cat-worrying, badger-drawing, or, In fact, anything at which 
gameness and staying powers are required, this Is the breed which 
excels.

“Ab, but there’s a ‘difference ’twlxt tweedle duro and tweedle 
dee'—my dog saved the life of my only daughter. You have 
heard of the time when the bridge over the Charles river, between 
Boston and Cambridge was said to be the favorite place for mid¬ 
night robbery and murder I It was In November of the first year 
the report was circulated. My wife and I, together with our 
Infant daughter, were boarding In Bowdoln Square. My wife and 
child bad gone over to Cambridge in the morning to spend the 
day, expecting to return before dark; and as there was no one 
sufficiently Interested In Cap (the dog) to feed him, be went 
along.

“ Will you give—will you sell me that dog 1” 

“ No, sir, 1 can’t do that. I'll sell you my stock and fixtures 
(exhibiting his box and Its contents) but Jack Is not for sale.” 

“ But suppose I will pay you more than you gave for him— 
enough to buy a better dog 1” 

“He might be better looking, sir, but a better dog—no, sir!” 
and he looked fondly upon his little companion. 

“ I want just such a dog as yours. There is an experiment in 
surgery which I must make to-morrow, and I will have no time 
to hunt up another.

Insect Powders and Disinfectants. 

Leavenworth, Kan. 

Editor Chicago Field: —I have read the article on "Insect 
Powder" with much interest; dog owners generally may be ben¬ 
efited by the same. For years I have beeq using Insect powder 
to rid my dog of fleas, but have found It to be too expensive, and 
therefore experimented with different other articles. I have 
bedbed doge on pine Bhavluge with good result; also on tobacco 
scraps; by moistenings small sponge or rag with spirits of turpen¬ 
tine and rubbing the dogs with It, have cleaned tbom of all 
vermin, etc., although the last, cheapest, aud most effective flea 
exterminator I have found to be carbolic add. I am fully con¬ 
vinced that Persian Insect powder, If dogs Bre thoroughly sprink¬ 
led with same, will rid them of fleas or lice at once, but also 
know that vermin so shed off are only stupefied—not dead. Thus 
the vermin Is distributed over the entire yard the dog may fre¬ 
quent, and soon the evil Is greater than ever! For disinfecting 
carbolic acid Is generally used and If sprinkled freely around 
yards, kennels, chicken and pigeon roosts, manure piles, etc., 
then not only offensive odors will be abandoned, but also vermin. 

If a dog Is infested with fleas, take a small sponge or rag, 
moisten with carbolic acid (black) and rub with this the dog 
thoroughly; do not apply enough of the acid to moisten the en¬ 
tire coat; It will suffice to get a trifle on, merely to apply the 
odor of the acid. In case of lice, take two tablespoons of car¬ 
bolic acid and equal parts of oil (I find castor oil best, as dogs 
will not lick It off); mix, dip a comb Into the substance and run 
against the grain of the hair, touching all parts, until all Is ap¬ 
plied. The effect Is wonderful. For a box of Flea Killer (Insect 
powder), you pay 50 cents; for one pint of carbolic acid you pay 
15 cents; with the first a dog may be rid of vermin several 
times, and with the latter the entire Summer! If not applied In 
too great a quantity, no dog will be harmed by the use of car¬ 
bolic acid as an Insecticide. Nbil Rehab. 


Cbico, Cal. —Editor Chicago Field :—Being a great lover 
of the gun and dog, It will not surprise any one If I state that I 
have for nearly fifteen years raised and trained my own puppies. 
I have now a very promising setter puppy. About six weeks 
ago the distemper got hold of him, and my simple remedy of 
table salt and sulphur (used dry) which has never failed me, did 
no service. Just about one month ago, my puppy seemed to be 
beyond recovery. In fact, he could hardly stand on his feet. 

Being a constant reader of your valuable paper, and looking 
for some remedy for my animal, I found In your Issue of June 
19, 1880, an article headed “ Turpentine and Oil for Worms,” 
signed “ Quack." I watched my puppy closely, and found that 
he threw up two large white, round worms. (It would be well 
to state here that he would not, and did not eat anything for 
over four days, and had no passage from the bowels.) For a 
last resort I tried “ Quack’s” remedy for worms, and followed 
his Instructions, as given In your Issue of May 8, “ to the letter.” 
In justice to “ Quack” It Is only right and proper to state here, 
that his remedy saved my puppy In two hours after giving him 
the turpentine my puppy felt relieved, and after giving him the 
oil, had an appetite, and Is now getting along finely.

THE KANSAS FIELD TRIALS. 

Kansas, not to be outdone by her Bister states, has decided to 
hold a Held trial on quails, and at the conclusion of the field trials 
coursing trials on jack rabbits. 

No state Is better adapted for such trials than Kansas, as both 
quails and jack rabbits abound in great numbers, and the broad 
prairies afford the best of ground for setters and pointers, and 
greyhounds to compete in their respective trials. 

The programme has not yet been decided on, hut will, we under¬ 
stand, be the richest ever offered, and such ascanuot fall to bring 
together the best doge iu the country. 

A uew feature In the trials on quails will be a class exclusively 
for winners In the Free For All and Champion stakes at previous 
trials; the winner of which will be the champion of champious. 
It will be opeu to the world, and the prize to the winner will he 
five hundred dollars cash »Dd a cup of one hundred dollars actual 
value. As should be in all champion contests, there will he bui, 
one prize. The entrance to this stake will he free, as the stake 
is made with a view to determine the superiority of the winners 
In the Free For All and Champion stakes at meetings heretofore 
held. The winner In the Free For All at this meeting will be 
eligible to the Champion stake, as It will be run after the Free 
For All and Brace stake, and will be, therefore, the last stake of 
the trials on quails run, and before the ’coursing trials on jack 
rabbits. 

The feature which pleases us as much as any other is the In¬ 
auguration of coursing east of the Rocky Mountains. We have 
always maintained that the jack rabbit would afford a test of the 
speed and endurance of the greyhouud, quite equal to the Eng¬ 
lish bare. It has, therefore, been difficult for us to understand 
why coursing trials should not have been Introduced in Kansas 
before, for, with the exception of California there Is no state In 
the Union where so many good greyhounds are to be found, and 
where coursing is participated in bo much. 

It is the intention of the managers of the trials to offer prizes, 
til one stake at least, sufficiently large to bring the best grey¬ 
hounds from California, and possibly some from England. 

The locality where the trials will be held has not yet been de¬ 
cided on, but soon will be. The date has been fixed for Decem¬ 
ber 13, 14, 15, 16, 17 and 18, which, as the Eastern Field Trials 
Club’s trials end December 3, will give ample time for the dogs 
runnlDg in them to reach Kansas and rest after the journey, be¬ 
fore the trials commence. 

The present Fall promises to be most prolific In field trials. 
Commencing with the Nebraska trials, followed by the Pennsyl¬ 
vania, National Kennel Club’s, and Eastern Held Trials Club's 
trials In rotation, as mentioned, the Kansas trials will be a bril¬ 
liant conclusion of a brilliant season. 

THE DEATH OF MR. JOSEPH W. LONC. 

It Is our melancholy duty to chronicle the death of Mr. Joseph 
W. Long at Osceola, California. Sad that he should have died; 
sadder yet that hla death should have been caused by poison. 

Mr. Long was as well-known to the sportsmen of America as 
any other sportsman living. His work, “ American Wild Fowl 
Shooting,” the be6t book of Its kind which has ever beeu pub¬ 
lished, gave him a reputation abroad as well as at home. Besides, 
Mr. Long as a contributor to the columns of the Chicago Field, 
was extensively known. 

He was one of the most practical sportsmen of the present 
day, and was thoroughly versed in the science of gunnery, for 
which he had a great passion, and to which he devoted much at¬ 
tention. It will be remembered that he conducted the Chicago 
Field Gun trial, last Fall, and to him its success was, In uo small 
measure, due. 

At the conclusion of our guu trial he started for California, 
where be has been residing ever since, having become Interested 
In mining. It was but a few weeks ago that we published an 
Interesting letter from him, partly on this subject. 

Mr. Long was as yet quite a young man, not being over thirty- 
five, we should think. 

Of his death at Osceola we clip the following from the Eureka 
Daily Leader : 

“ From Superintendent Sweetapple, who arrived from Ward 
this afternoon, we learn that J. W. Long, of the Smith <& Selby 
Copper mines of Ely District, died from poisoning at Osceola, on 
Tuesday morning. The circumstances, according to report, are 
as follows: Long and a man known as ‘Mormon Harry,’ left 
Murray Creek for Osceola lu a wagon, on last Saturday morning. 
They took a lunch with them from Murray Creek, and evidently 
the bread contained In It was poisoned. Harry complained of 
the taste of the bread and ate but very little of It, saying he 
thought It waa poisoned. Long, on the contrary, ate very heartily 


of It. Both men were taken slek shortly after the meal, and on 
Tuesday morning after their arrival lu Osceola, Long died. There 
are several rumors alloat concerning the poisoning, ono of which 
Is that ‘Harry’ had some difficulty with the Chinese cook at Mur¬ 
ray Creek, and that the bread was polBoned by him. On the strength 
of this suspicion the Chinaman haB been arrested and lodged In 
jail at Ward. Another rumor Is to the effect that ‘ Harry’ was In the 
habit of polsoulng gophers aud by accldeut allowed the strych¬ 
nine to get Into the bread, but so far nothing definite Is known. 
Pieces of the bread are being analyzed by Mr. Thomas of Murray 
Creek, and every effort Is being made to discover the circum¬ 
stances of the case. Mr. Long was well known to many of our 
residents here, having only a few days ago participated in the 
pigeon shooting matches at the Recreation grounds abovo the 
Richmond. He was notorious lu sporting circles, having pub¬ 
lished several works on huuttng aud gunnery, and withal was a 
very talented and promising young man. He was at one time 
prominently interested In the Copper mines of Robinson.” 

Pennsylvania State Field Trials. —At a meeting of the 
Pennsylvania State Field Trials Association held at Pittsburgh, 
on Aug. 17, it was determined to hold the first annual trials at 
Lancaster, commencing Nov. 9, and Mr. F. A. Dlffenderfer 
was authorized to select the grounds, and make all necessary 
arrangements. The stakes to be run,are the Free-for-All; entrance, 
♦ 10; Puppy stake, entrance, $5; Nursery, entrance, |5; and the 
Club or Association stake, entrance, $5, and no forfeit. No dog 
Is eligible to run unless he shall have been owned In the 
state, three months prior to opening date of trials. Pup¬ 
pies whelped on and after April 15th, of previous year, are 
eligible for the Puppy Stake, and puppieB whelped on aud after 
October 15th are eligible for Nursery Stake. The judges are Mr. 
Theodore Morford, Newton, N. J.; Dr. Geo. W. Twaddell, Phil¬ 
adelphia, Pa., and Mr. B. F. Wilson, Pittsburgh. Mr. Richards, 
of Philadelphia, expressing bis Inability to serve on the execu¬ 
tive committee, his resignation was accepted, and Mr. S. S. 
Brown, of Pittsburgh, waB elected to fill the vacancy. 

Fisn to Dibtuidutb. —The Illinois Fish Commissioners have 
black bass, one year old, which they are ready to distribute to auy 
one, resident In the state of Illinois, who will apply for them, In 
person, to Fish Commissioner Bartlett at Quincy, Ill. The ap¬ 
propriation for all purposes this year being hut one thousand 
dollars, the fish can not be delivered, excepting for public waters. 
The fish are quite large, and cannot be safely shipped without an 
attendant, as great care must be observed not to allow them to 
stand any length of time without the water being agitated. The 
Commissioners have also young croppies, sno fish and catfish of 
this Spring’s spawning. Commissioner Bartlett informs us that 
the Gorman carp the commissioners received have been planted 
In the State ponds aud are doing finely. 

Canoe Voyage down tiie Au Sable. —Among the many 
pleasant visits received last week at this office from sportsmen, 
was that of Dr. Z. D. Walters, and Mr. W. D. Devol, of Marietta, 
O., who had just returned from a trip to the upper Au Sable. 
They descended the river In the Rob Roy canvas canoes, Colum¬ 
bia and Bltba, from Roscommon to Thompsons, a distance of two 
hundred miles, and then were obliged to cross overland, owing 
to the presence of floating logs. Eight days were consumed on 
the trip, and they give their experience as one of varied incident 
and pleasure. The grayling fishing on the An Sable was excel¬ 
lent, as well as on Big Creek between the Forks and the Au 
Sable. 

The National Trials —It affords us much pleasure to state 
that Captain Patrick Henry and Mr. Theodore Morford have con¬ 
sented to act as judges In the National American Kennel Club’s 
trials which will be run at Vincennes, Ind., commencing No¬ 
vember 15. Two better judges, all will agree, could not be 
found. Their decisions last year were thoroughly satisfactory. 

Personal. —Mr. R. B. Morgan, Canton, 0., passed through 
this city last week with five promising young "dogs. His desti¬ 
nation was the sharp-tail grouse country, west of Minneapolis. 
Mr. Fred A. Taft, Dedham, Mass., left the city on the 33d Inst. 
He will locate himself at Thompson, Minn., wheTe prairie chicken 
shooting Is reported to be excellent. 

Accident to Mr. W. H. Holabird. —We regret to learn that 
Mr.W. H. Holabird,of Valparaiso, Ind ,was accidentally shot In the 
wrist of hla right arm, while shooting woodcocks on the 10th 
Inst. The Injuries are pronounced severe, and as It has unfor¬ 
tunately happened to the right arm, his correspondents will 
necessarily be lenient with him. 

Accident to Dr. Spier. —Dr. Fleet Spier’e numerous friends 
will regret to learn that a few days ago his horse threw him from 
his carriage In Brooklyn, and dislocated his collar bone. The 
Doctor Is at his Summer residence, Bath, L. I., where he le grad¬ 
ually recovering.

Editor Chicago Field: —Probably few of your readers have 
derived more benefit as well as pleasure from reading In your col¬ 
umns the views, experiences and experiments of your contributors, 
than myself. With a view to reciprocate In a measure for bene¬ 
fits received, I hand you a description of a camp chest, and In¬ 
ventory of Its contents, which has been much admired for its 
arrangement and compactness. The chest is designed to contain 
all sorts of conveniences, as well as necessaries, which a sports¬ 


man can possibly need upon a camplng-out trip, and my only 
apology for offering It Is that I would have given much for a sim¬ 
ilar description at the commencement of my hunting career. 

The chest is stoutly built of ash, finished In oil, and Is 14x26 
Inches lu size and fifteen Inches deep, Inside measurement. In 
the top and covering the left half Is a movable tray, 14x14 Inches 
and three aud a half Inches deep, divided Into compartments with 
hinged lids, upon the following plan:

The chest Is a drugstore, machine shop, harness and shoe¬ 
maker establishment, blacksmith’s and carpenter’s shop, and gen¬ 
eral supply store, combined.

Such conveniences as are nat¬ 
urally carried in one’s pockets, such as compass, pencil, bunting 
knife, revolver, matches, etc., are not Included In above list, 
while heavier and more bulky articles are carried In another 
shape. It Is unnecessary to add that the Chicago Field Is not 
wanting to complete the list of “necessaries.”

Our Annual Shoot. 


. DesMoines, Iowa. 

Eoitor Chicago Field: —I have closed my annual shoot and 
noted a few of the events thereof. Our party consisted of four 
persons, four dogs, a two-horse team, spring wagon, camp equi¬ 
page, Ice, etc. The weather was hot and dry, so that We had to 
carry water In the wagon for the dogs. Chickens were fairly 
plenty. We killed as many ns we conld use up, give away to 
farmers where we stopped to camp, aad ship home. Some that 
we shipped Id Ice did not get home In good condition. 

Our shooting grounds were In Guturie and Green counties, on 
the divide between North and Middle Coon rivers, where the 
fields are not fenced, and the stubble pleuty. The class of peo¬ 
ple we met were the best we ever found on a week's shoot. We 
found only two "sardines” in the entire week. One of these 
wanted us to stop shootlog “his chlckcnB,” and give up the dead 
birds. This latter we respectfully declined, telling him that the 
birds were our property bb soon as they were killed. The other 
sardine came up to ub on a horse, galloping, and yelled out in an 
angry tone: “What are you doing here in my field?” “Shoot¬ 
ing a few chickens I” was my reply. 

At this he again shouted: “The sooner you get out of here 
the better you will suit me. If I hear of you shootlDg again on 
my farm I’ll put the screws to you.” 

I responded rather warmly; “All right,” then I put In an ad¬ 
jective or two and said: “We'U get out, but If you would speak 
to us In the language and manner of a gentleman, jt would suit 
us better.” At this juncture he had no more time to stay, and 
we were not afterward molested. 

We found a lad of about fifteen, who upon being asked If he 
would like to have a breech-loader, replied: “No, I would 
rather have a shot-gun." This youth had been to the county 
bscat once, and two the grove to miles norlh. He was posted upon 
matters generally about as well as he was ou the “shot-gun," and 
1 suppose he Is a pure, uncontaminated young man. Here Is 
bliss, but bis eyes may open some day. 

Next we struck an Irishman. I wish I could imitate him. 
Dash had pointed a covey of chickens in a little stubble, and I 
got In a double, killing a brace to the pup. The balance of the 
birds we (barked down In a slough near the old man's house. 
After We worked them up we went over and Inquired for water 
for the dog. 

“ An’ faith, mon, we’ve not a drop on the place. We had a 
well yonder, but a glntleman from Colhour stopped with us, an’ 
his baste of a horse wandered an’ fell to the bottom of It. An’ 
to get the baste out we doog the well out also. An’ you see 
we've no well now." 

We saw some ducks and geese that had been reared In this re¬ 
gion, maybe from the good effects of our game law(?). 

One pond we were at (they call It a lake) filled the rep Ion 
about with a horrible stench from the dead fish it contained. 
The little water that remained was literally packed with their 
carcasses, and yet a large herd of cattle were trying to quench 
their thirst with this horrible putrescent mixture of mud. 

The camp stories, Jokes and puna, we will let pass. Some of 
them were pretty good, however. 

Our dogs were: Old Cap, ten years of age, well worn out; a 
native setter pup,-not twto yearswild; a native pointer pup; and 
Blue Dash II, each less than one year old. 

All these pups, however, came right down to work, and In less 
than two days we had all of them solid on a point with the old 
dog. This was our chief delight, and several times repeated du¬ 
ring the week. The Better pups, not two years old, did our best 
service. The pointer pup gave his master great delight. He was 
lame from a crushed fore leg, but gives promise of a good dog. 

Blue Dash II. made his first point on a large covey, backed 
handsomely by the old dog. I saw the chickens coming out from 
a pond of water, to the tall grass In front of him before he came 
to his point, but 6ald not a word. I wanted to give him bis own 
way unmolested. As soon as ho was solid, however, I waved my 
hat to the boys, and motioned for them to come up, but they 
stood off till I flushed the birds. I bagged the first bird out of 
this covey, but In all we got thirteen of them. 

From this time on Dash was red hot after chickens. He Is a 
fine high-headed, stylish and sweeping ranger, carries a fine flag 
that would delight Stonehenge, has a good, quick nose and al¬ 
ready ranges Independently of his mates In the field’. He Is 
easily taught and controlled, but (s not cured by a good “ llck- 

I am delighted with him, and believe that In competent hands 
his ancestral renown would be fully sustained.

EDITOR Chicago^/ield:— Last Friday I started out to my 
favorite swale to try the woodcocks once more, and for the last 
time, ‘ at least ” until the rays of “Old Sol ” peur down with a 
less determined vigor. After a walk of twenty minutes I arrived 
at the head of the swale, my 10-bore ready with 34 drams 
1 ouuce No. 9's. I start Count In on the north side along 
the alders and scrub, crawling after, sometimes almost on hands 
and knees, and already perspiring from every pore, although In 
shirt sleeve and cartridge vest atlrement. 

“ Now look out,” Count’s tall gently wriggles; his form lowers 
and with cat-like tread he draws to a point,with bead and tail on a 
level plain and eyes glistening like diamonds. Now I must kill 
that bird at all hazards; such a “ point ” must be recompensed by 

blood,” and that woodcock must find a place in the mouth of 
Count as his reward. Cautiously 1 step past him a few yards In 
front; under that elnmp of alders he must be. But no I Just as 
I kick the bushes he starts to my left with bis clear, rlDglng 
whistle, and with a twist like a cross-cut saw he darts over my 
head, but only for an Instant; for as 1 wheel round I catch him 
juat In the Dick of time, as he tops the bushes, and he drops a 
lifeless corpse. “ Loaded,” I order Count “ Dead bird,” aDd in 
an Instant he stands proudly before me with his prey at my feet. 
Now for No, 8, and again I order Count to hie on; not long do 
we have to wait, as he drops to the ground as though struck with 
a club, fiat on his belly. Just ln front and almost at the water’s 
edge, lies an old rotten log, almost covered with irou weeds and 
flags. As I advance, up springs a pair; I drop one to my first 
barrel, an unrecognizable mass, at ten yards. I turn to see a 
brown streak disappear through the bushes, but I catch a glimpse 
of him forty yards away as he tops a willow bush, and with the 
report of my left he gracefully topples over with a broken wing. 
Securing my first “ stuffed bird ’’ (with shot) I start CouDt for 
the wloged bird, In weeds four feet high; but that bird has 
spirited away, aud after hunting for full twenty minutes I am on 
the point of giving up tn despair, when lo I Count points up on 
the hillside fifteen yards sway. I move to him expecting that he 
has a live bird, but no bird rises. I cast my eyes to the ground. 
There, nearly under his nose, sits my bird, looking at me with 
almost a human expression; his large soft eyes gszlug straight 
in mine; his glossy plumage and mottled bock a picture that no 
artist's brush can pencil. Ah 1 pretty creature,what a pity It Is to 
destroy such beauty of nature's health aud vigor, but destruction 
and death Is in my “eye,” so I will have to gently caress your 
pretty neck and consign you to my pocket and your fallen 
comrades. 

Acroes the swale we kill another, an easy open shot; one more 
meets the same fate at the edge of the corn-field. Fifty yards 
above, ln tbe thickest of the swamp, we come on No. 6, but he 
gets up with a rush, behind the bushes, twenty-five yards away; 
but I see him fifty yards away; as be tops the young elms at the 
edge of the 6wale, my left barrel cuts loose. Can I believe my 
eyesight? I see him drop, “drop” Btralght down, lifeless. 
Ah I what la this tingling at my shoulder? That ehell was—I 
remember now—54 drams powder 1| ounce No- 9's, a genuine 
Bogardus kicker, loaded for " balls.” I thought It looked long 
when I put It In, but I find my bird stone dead where It dropped. 
My ground hunted over, and wringing wet with perspiration, 1 
start for home; feeling as though I bad gained a new lease on life, 
after my four hours' tramp; and believe me, gentle reader, I en¬ 
joyed myself as well with the sport In getting “ only six ” as 
though I Ijad killed “ forty-nine out of fifty-two.”

iuhtor luicaqo Field :—I have watched with much Interest 
the controversy in your columns over the Dlltmar powder, and, 
ir allowable, would like to say a word ou the subject. I bave 
used the Dlttmar powder for nearly three years, alone and mixed 
with best black; and have given It a pretty thorough trial with 
the black, and my experience has been decidedly in favor of the 
Dlttmar. The lack of smoke and dirt are, ln themselves, great 
arguments ln Its favor, while for long-distance shooting I find It 
equally effective. I put eleven No. 5 shot ln a mallard duck at 
a distance of eighty-five yards with four and one-half drams of 
Dlttmar; that speaks well for Its penetration. 

I see some of your correspondents complain of the slowness of 
the Dlttmar. As I have never found any trouble that way, may 
It not be in the way they load? I use from three to four and 
one half drams of powder, aod drive down two pink-edged wads 
over It with one stroke of tbe flat of my hand—not too hard— 
and I never have had a mlas-flre or had It hang fire, while they 
seem to load by the aid of a blacksmith’s hammer well used. I 
use paper shells well crimped, and have carried loaded shells 
over from Spring to Fall, and they work as well as freshly loaded 
ones. Would It not be a good idea for those who sell tbe pow¬ 
der to learn how to use It correctly themselves, and then Instruct 
those who buy ltl I think It would ue a good missionary work 
among those who wish to UBe It, but are afraid of It. H. A. K. 

Macon, Mo. Editor Chicago .Field :—A correspondent wants to 
know how to load shells with Dlttmar powder. I load as follows: 
For No. 10 shell, one dram black powder ln bottom of shell ; four 
drams Dlttmar powder, by measure, next; with card-board wad 
first and two pink-edge wads No. 9 next; one-fourth ounce shot, 
with card-board wad on top; turn down well. The wads on 
powder should all be well rammed down. There will be no long 
fire ln this load, and It will give as good penetration as same 
amount of black powder, aDd I think Is perfectly safe. Very 
little recoil or smoke, and no dirt to speak of. I use this load Id 
a W. * C. Scott & Sons gun 10-bore, 10 lbs. weight (Bogardus 
Grade), and only clean my gun after each day’s shooting, which 
should Invariably be done, as tbe acid from powder Injures the 
finish on inside of barrels. Border Ruffian. 

Mount Vernon, N. Y. Editor Chicago Field :—Seeing by your 
issue of July 31 that Mr. Arnold Burges was a convert to the use 
of the Dlttmar powder, I resolved to try and see if I could not be 
converted also. So I procured a pound of Dlttmar, for which I 
paid 65c. Then with a tape-llue I measured off thirty yards and 
proceeded to experiment. I shot ten charges, each loaded 
differently, but tho result was not as good as with the black 
powder. At last I tried a charge loaded aa published in your 
paper some time ago, which Is, two wads on powder rammed 
hard, a thin card wad on ehot, crimped tight. This load exceeded 
all those made by the black powder. Id a five-inch circle the 
shot were twenty-six to fourteen Inches in favor of the Dlttmar. 
It is enough to say, I am converted. W. C. C 

Marshalltown, Iowa.— Editor Chicago Field :—Eland says ln 
the Chicago Field of the 14th Inst, that he would like to hear 
from me In regard to the Dlttmar powder, since my experience 
with It at the State Tournament. In answer I will briefly Bay 
that I acknowledge having had bad luck with the Dlttmar, but 
do not lay it to the powder, but to myself.

Game Notes from Kansas. 

_ SALtNA, Kansas. 

Editor Chicago Field: —Seeing several inquiries In the 
Chicago Field from parties wishing to get In good localities 
for game, and having been called to Salina on business which 
has detained me several weeks, It has afforded afire opportunity 
to ascertain the prospect for Fall shooting. 

Chicken shooting has been poor, on account of dry weather, 
and extreme heat. Prospects for quail shooting could not be 
better; even as I sit writing, I can hear the oft-repeated call of 
Bob White. 

Qualls (opeD season Oct. 1 to Jan. 1) are very numerous along 
all rivers and streams In this county, and counties north of here, 
but furthersouth than Llndaborg (a town twenty-two miles south 
of Salina on the K. P. R. R.) they are very scarce. 

Salina, the county seat of Saline Co., is beautifully situated 
on the Smoky Hill River & K. P. R. R.; has a population of 
four thousand; Is thirty-six miles from McPherson and the Doted 
McPherson lakes, and a branch line of the K. P. connects It 
with McPherson. The Smoky Hill River Is well timbered this 
year, and the hedges furnish ample cover for quails. 

Salina has the best half-mile race track In Kansas. This track 
Is In a natural park of walnut, elm, oak, etc. There Is a steam 
pleasure boat which runs from the city to the park. Pleasant 
drives, good hotel accommodations, and charges reasonable. 
Sportsmen wishing to bring their families will find first class 
private boarding houses, if they prefer. The most direct route 
to Salina from the East Is via Chicago & Kansas City; from the 
South via St. Louis and Kansas City. 

Messrs. Hammon Jt Crane have recently located in this city. 
They have a complete stock of sporting goods, and sportsmen 
contemplating coming here will find It unnecessary to bring 
loaded shells, as they load shells for less than any Eastern bouse. 
They also have a fine kennel of Irish and English setters, that 
the sportsmen of Kansas may well feel proud of; consisting of 
Bandit (by Stoddard’s Imp.

Game Notes from Texas. 

Columhus, Texas. 

Editor Chicago Field :—Since I wrote you ln June, I bave 
spent a few weeks In Eastern Texas at Sour Lake, quite a noted 
watering place; but as It la. and has been for years ln litigation, 
It Is very poorly fixed up, and one finds little comfort there. 
But the mineral waters are so beneficial to those that are In 
had health, that one will put up with a good deal of Inconven¬ 
ience to get the use of the waters. 

Not .being ln bad health myself, but just to have a few weeks 
of recreation, I concluded to take my gun aDd equipage and 
sojourn out there to hunt prairie chickens more then to bathe 
and to drink those waters, thinking that I conld hunt a few 
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hours every morning and evening, ae I have done In other sea¬ 
sons, but and no chickens within twelve or fifteen miles of the 
lake. I did very little hunting. There were plenty of quails, 
but It being out of season I did not take any. 

About the last of July I picked up my gun and traps and ran 
over to Columbus, on the Colorado, where my old hunting 
friend Major W. F. Powers had written me several letters beg¬ 
ging me to come over and take a hunt with him, stating be bad 
been out every Saturday for several weeks, and had not failed to 
get a fine bock every time. 

Well, he was ready to go on Saturday morning, and we got 
oft by sun-up, and before ten o’clock he had killed as large a 
buck as I bad ever seen; but not as fat as some he bad killed, 
so he said. We took dinner, and got a small spike buck that even¬ 
ing. These were all the dogs started that day, and we were 
very well satisfied with our day’s hunt. 

Our next hunt was for chickens. We spent a part of two 
days and only found a few small coveys, and one evening bagged 
fourteen young prairie chickens. They seem to be very scarce. 
Qualls will be numerous this Fall; we found many young coveys, 
and from all points I learn there are plenty of young quails.

Do Qualls Retain Their Scent?

Editor Chicago Field: —In your Issue of July 31 appears a 
communication from Ctrclevllle, Ohio, signed Phil., Jr., In which 
he takes Issue with Express Charlie about dogs locating sitting 
quails, etc., and concludes by saying: If Express Charlie will

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The Climbing Fish of India. 

BY THEODORE GILL. 

The famed “Climbing Fish," Anabas tcstudlueus or scandens of 
naturalists, 16 the type of the family of Anabantlds, a family dis¬ 
tinguished by some remarkable peculiarities, such as the mode 
of respiration and the strange modifications therefor; the singular 
neat which they make for their eggs; the care they take of their 
young, etc. Besides the climbing fish, the Gouuraml, the fish of 
paradise, and the fighting fish, are the best known of the family. 

The climbing fish and Its relatives of the genus Anabas have 
an oblong and moderately compressed body; the scales are 
rather large; the lateral line Is Interrupted behind, the longer 
anterior portion being concurrent with the back, while the shorter 
hinder portion runs aloDg the middle of the sides and caudal pe¬ 
duncle; the dorsal flu Is prolonged and Its spinous portion sev¬ 
eral times longer thau the soft; the anal Is also long (although 
much shorter than the dorsal) and almost co-termlnal behind 
with the dorsal; its spinous portion is considerably longer than 
the Boft and has about ten or eleven spines; the caudal fin is 
rounded; the ventrals well-developed, and with a spine and live 
rays each ; the bead 1 b moderate, with the eyes far forward, and 
the operculum and suboperculum are armed with spines. What Is 
also to be especially noted is, that the spine-armed bones 
are very movable. The mouth is rather large, and there are teeth 
In the jaws as well as vomer and sphenoids, but not on the pala¬ 
tines. 

The type thus characterized Is manifested under three specific 
forms, distinguished principally by the size of the scales and the 
proportion of the head. They are -. 

1. Anabas Isslniinent, the cllmblDg fish, with about 30-32 
scales In a lateral row, and the head contained three and one- 
quarter to four tines In the total length. 

2. Anabat microcephalia, with about twenty-eight scales 
In a lateral row, and the head contained four and a half to four 
and two-flfthB In the length.—A native of Celebes and Amboina. 

3. Anabat oligolcpis, with about twenty-seven scales in a lougl- 
rafitaal row, and the head entering three and three-quarters to 
four 1 times In the total length.—An Inhabitant of the Island of 
Borneo, as well as Ceylon and China. 

Besides the distinctive characters thus exhibited, Anabat testu- 
dintvt may be known by Its coloration. This In general Is red¬ 
dish olive; on the head, dark above, and grayish below the level 
of the eye, but relieved by an olive band commencing at the angle 
of the mouth and continued to the angle of the operculum; there 
Is a blackish spot at the base of the caudal fin, and another on 
the membrane behind the hlndmoBt spines of the operculum. 
Such are the most salient characters exhibited In a young speci¬ 
men In the National Museum, In which the colors are most evident. 

The climbing fish had been long known In a general sort ol 
way, but was first Introduced Into scientific literature In 1792 by 
Bloch under the name of Anthiat testudincus, and not long after¬ 
ward (1797) was again described as a new species by Lieut 
Daldorff, under the name of Perea tcandtns. Cuvier subse¬ 
quently framed a peculiar genus for it, and named It Anabat 
scandens. As Anabat scandens It has since been chiefly known, 
but the name Anabas testudineus Is entitled to stand 
by reason of priority. The habitat of this fish Is 
the fresh waters of tropical .Asia. It Is quite widely 
diffused, and occurs In the streams, lakes and pools 
of the Indian peninsula generally, Bengal, Malabar, Ceylon, 
Bnrmah, Siam, Malacca, and China, as well as In the Islands of 
Sumatra, Flnang, Singapore, BIntang, Bangka, Java, Madura, 
Celebes, Borneo, Sumbawa, and the Philippines. 

ITS CLIMBINO FACULTY. 

The Anabas tcandtns is especially known and celebrated as the 
climbing fish,and to this unfishllke characteristic both the generic 
and one of lie specific names allude, Anabas being derived from 
the Greek verb Anabaino, and Scandens from the Latin verb 
Scando, both meaning climb. According to Day (p. cl.., vl., p. 
284) In the ninth century, two Mohammedan travelers (Solyman 
and a nameless one) gave an account of their travels In Indla,and 
among other tblDgs, mention a fish (said to be marine but proba¬ 
bly found In an estuary) which leaves Its natural element and 
climbs cocoanut trees (probably the toddy palms), It was believed 
to drink the juice of the plant. 

In his description of his “ Perea tcandem," Daldorff tells us 
that he obtained himself the Individual described, In a stream 
flowing from the frond of a palm (Borattw Jlabtlliformii) In a 
cleft of the trunk of the tree at a height of five feet or more 
above the ground; It was clinging by the spines of Its opercula 
and attempted to ascend still further upward when disturbed. 

Daldorff’s observations were substantially corroborated by the 
Rev. Mr. John, a missionary resident In the same country (Bloch 
Syst. Ich. Schneider Ed., „p. 295.) Doubts, however, were ex¬ 
pressed as to the reliability or veracity of these statements by 
various writers, among whom was Hamilton Buchanan, the author 
of “An Account of the Fishes of the Ganges." He could not see 
wbat was to be gained by such a faculty. “ The palm,” he sug¬ 
gested, “ as Is often the case with those of Its species, may have 


been growing with Its lower parts nearly horizontal, and the fish 
inay have then moved along It as well as on the land, or the palm 
may have been covered by knobs, often left by the cultivators 
when they remove the branches (stlpltes), and the fish have 
been left among these knobs by some bird, and might no doubt 
have continued wriggling . among them." Dr. Cantor and Sir 
Emerson Tennent also failed to learn anything respecting the 
alleged climbing habit of the fish. Nevertheless a recent author 
has apparently fully established the truth of the statements of 
the older ones, and from his article we shall quote. With ref¬ 
erence to the skepticism respecting Its ability to climb, expressed 
by Hamilton Buchanan, Captain Jesse Mitchell comments as fol¬ 
lows: “ That Hamilton Buchanan never saw this fish climb a 
palmyra tree Is by no means surprising; for It Is said only to do 
so during the monsoon when the trees are surrounded by water, 
and the rain is descending their trunks—a time when, save by the 
merest accident, no European, unless for some special reason, 
Is likely to be In such a situation. Hamilton Buchanan was from 
Bengal, and In all probability knew Dotblng of the Tamil lan¬ 
guage; If he bad, It might have occurred to him that the com¬ 
mon Tamil name of the fish must have been given for some good 
reason." 

A native of India named Kungasawiny Moodellar, an assistant 
of Capt-. Jesse Mitchell of the Madras Government Central Ma 
seum, reported to that gentleman the following observations pub 
lished In 1864 in the “Annals and Magazine of Natural History " 
(vol. 18, pp. 117-119) : ’ 

“This fish Inhabits tanks and pools of water, and Is called 
Panai feri, i.e., the fish that climbs Palmyra trees. When there 
are Palmyra trees growing by the side of a tank or pool, when 
heavy rain falls and the water runs profusely down their trunks, 
this fish by means of Its opercula which move unlike those of 
other flab, crawls up the tree sideways [i.«., Inclining the sides 
considerably from the-Vertical] to a height of from live to seven 
feet and then drops down.” 

ITS PROGRESSION ON LAND. 

It Is, Indeed, not at all uncommon to find these fishes on land. 
As Mr. Day remarks, “ The Anabas scandtm Is able to travel 
short distances on land, and has been seen to do so by many 
Europeans, especially In the early morning when the dew Is on 
the ground, Mr. E. L- Layard once encountered a number of 
“perch-like fish,” probably the Anabas, traveling along a hot and 
dusty ground road under the mid-day sun.” M. Paul Carbonnler 
. (the father of the pisciculturist) wrote that large droves of the 
species are often to be seen at several hundred rnetreB or yards 
from watercourses, crawllDg on the ground, and thus traveling on 
the land. 

Capt. Mitchell, In a letter to Mr. A. C. Brisbane Nellly, details 
his own observations on the progression of the anabat, on level 
Burface. These were on three specimens that had been brought to 
bis library, by bis assistant, Rungasawmy. 

“ It was really amusing to see these creatures scudding along 
the rattau mat. The great motive agent was evidently the oper¬ 
culum, which they opened and shut with great rapidity, moving 
first on one side and then on the other. The pectoral fin ap¬ 
peared also to be used; but I could not see that the tall was of 
much assistance. So long as the direction of movement was 
across the rattaDS, progress seemed tolerably easy; but one fellow 
got on the line of the rattan, and seemed much bothered until he 
changed his direction by ‘ rlgjit shoulders ’» forward. They do 
not appear to breathe like other fish. I have watched one for some 
minutes without perceiving any motion of the Ups or operculum. ’’ 

The attitude lu progression on level surfaces Is said to be 
similar to that up trees. .Thus, Rungasawmy reported that 
“ Should this fish be thrown upon the ground, It runs or proceeds 
rapidly along In the same manner (sideways) so long as the mu¬ 
cus on It remains." 

M. Carbonnler, to whom we are Indebted for so much Interest¬ 
ing Information respecting the fish of the Including family, bos 
also given some details on the mode of progression of anabat 
(Bull. Soc. Accllm. [8], t. 1, p. 527). Their actions, hesays, are 
very singular; the posterior part of the body and the tall make a 
succession of movements, the result of which Is to throw the 
body forward, while the “ enormous ’’ opercula are opened at the 
same time; the strong, pointed teeth with which these bones are 
armed are then Implanted firmly In the ground, and thus prevent 
a recoil of the body- The two pectoral fins serve to preserve an 
equilibrium. He adds that the fishes crawl quite as well as seals. 

MEANS OF PROGRESSION. * • * 

As has been already hinted at, these movements are, to a con¬ 
siderable extent, effected by means of the opercula,which are unus¬ 
ually movable, and can (as Capt. Mitchell has remarked, and the 
present writer has verified on specimens) be raised or turned out¬ 
wards to nearly right angles with the body. When in that posi¬ 
tion the sQbopercula distend a little, and chiefly by the spines of 
those pieces, It appears, the fish obtains a purchase on the tree 
or on the ground. Capt. Mitchell ascertained, by experiments, 
“ that the mere dosing of the operculum when the spines are In 
contact with aDy surface, even common glass, pulls an ordinary 
sized fish forward about half an Inch." 

In the words of Mr. Day (“ Proc. Zool. 8oc., London,” 1865, 
p. 81) they are able to progress on the ground In two ways, 
either by lying on their sides, flapping their tails, and assisting 
themselves by their pectoral fins, or else by the aid of their pec¬ 
toral fins, first one being advanced, and then the other. They 
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c»n erect their Hob, tad likewise their scales, at pleasure' and 
when apparently nearly dead, should their tail be touched! they 
at once erect their spinous fins and their scales, eveu as far 
as those at the base of the caudal. They, at. the same time erect 
their gill-covers. This power must be, of course, of great use in

Editor Co ioaoo Fi*lu:—T he return match between W. B. llauworth 
of Quincy, III., and Fred Erb, Jr., of St. Joseph, Mo., was shot at the 
Exposition grounds in St. Joseph on the lHtli of August The condi¬ 
tions were the same as la the mutch between the sumo pnrliee shot, at 
Quincy* Julv2l. The result was a great surprise to Ihe friends and 
backers of firb, Jr., who were able to give reasous, satisfactorily, at 
least to themselves, for his defeat at Quincy; but the score mane by 
Haaworth is calculated to give trouble to all the champions, being the 
beet ever made in u regular match uuder like conditions. Erb,although 
defeated, has no reason to be ««uamed of his score. Erb had bud luck 
at the start, owing perhaps to the manner iu which his trap was pulled. 
He lost three out or bis first twenty birds, and his thirty-third bird fell 
dead out of bounds. With defeat staring him in the face he killed his 
remaining sixty-seven birds in fine style. Uauworth's thirtieth bird 
was one of the worst we ever saw. It was a taller, a low-flylDg. diving 
twister, and he missed It clean; hia seventy-fifth bird foil dend out of 
bounds. The birds were a fair but not remarkably strong lot. On tho 
whole, Erb had the easiest of them ; aud the general opinion among the 
bystandcis was that he shot too quickly at Blow-flying birds. 
Haawortb’s birds were as a rule killed cleanest, indicating that they 
were well covered by the center of the charge of shot. It is likely that 
Hanworth will now challenge Bogardue, and should be continue in his 
present form the old cbampiou may well look to bis laurels.
